The Vexed Quesliou. 

Tho mail now duo will put an ond 
to all cavil as to the terms of the 
Union of tho Colonies. Our Now 
Westminster contemporary, regarding 
tho quostion aa alroady sottlod, clapn 
its winga in ecstasy at, tho bare 
thought of Victoria being " loft out in 
tho cold." Ycstorday, British Colum- 
bia would not havo Union with Van>- 
couyer Island at any price; to-day it in 
reconciled to tho measure and ''does not 
fool disposod to objoct to tho disposi- 
tion which haB boon mado of the 
vexod quostion," proteases to soo in it 
"tho only moans which offerod for 
putting a final end to <\ ruinous wai 
and saving a British Colony from ut- 
ter anarchy and ruin," and tho most 
effectual means "of promoting the per- 
manent interests of tho united Colo 
nios aw a whole, and tending to con- 
solidate and strongthon British inter- 
ests on tho Pacific." Fortunatoly for 
tho good sense and intelligence of the 
sistor Colony, the political mounte- 
bank who conducts tho orliiorial de 
partment of tho Now Westminster bi 
woekly, does not in the remotest do 
greo represent tho voice and senti 
moots of tho people. There has ex- 
isted in that noble city from the earli- 
est days ol its history, a small clique 
of narrowimindcd, unscrupulous, sel 
fish, grasping lot owners, whose jeal- 
ousy of Victoria and everything and 
everybody connected with her, has 
made thorn the langhing stock of the 
public. To such an extent havo the 
members of this magnanimous clique 
carried thoir railings, that uno of them, 
an M. L. C, actually charged a New 
Westminster pilot with running one 
of Her Majesty's ships cn the 
FraBer river sand heads, in or- 
der to injure New Westminster 
and subsorvo Victorian interests. 
It is this highrainded cotorio that ibe 
Columbian represents. Whon the 
Union question was being agitated 
that journal took upon itself to assort 
that the people of British Columbia 
wore entirely averse to tho connection, 
but tho soundness of its views were 
soon afterwards put, to tho test by a 
monster petition being presented to 
the head of tho Govcrnmont, signod 
by almost all tho men of moans and 
intelligence north of Now West- 
minster, recommending immediate Un- 
ion. The people's quasi mouthpieco, 
feeling it self "small potatoes," then 
mado an eifort to pick holes in tho 
signatures, but it was equally unhappy 
in that at ompt, and collapsed. Find- 
ing that the intrigues of their Gover- 
nor havo boon successful in carving 
out a Bill however calculated to raise 
tho price of Now Wostrunstor lots, 
tho Bamo journal is now ready to 
swallow tho noxious bolus, regarding 
it as tho only specific that will restore 
animation to tho body politic. Well, 
wo boliovo in equitable Union as much 
as ever we did, and wo aro ready to 
concedo that it is owing to our own 
blundering politicians that wo aro 
now ihreatonod with such a manifest- 
ly unjust and one-sided pieco of login* 
lation. But wo maintain that the 
voico of British Columbia is equally 
opposod to Union on tho terms which 
aro now held out to us. Now West- 
minster has no pretensions of any 
kind, either geographically or olhor- 
wiso, to bo Iho capital of tho united 
Colonies.

Tho wealthy and inlliiential men oi 
British Columbia, upon whom the use- 
less creatures collected around the 
govcrnmont ollicos glut and fatton, 
arc unanimously in luvor of a more 
liboral Union, with tho seat ofgovorn- 
mont at Victoria. They aro not ac- 
tuated by any paltry feclingof envy ; 
thoy know full well that it was the 
enterprise and capital of Victoria that 
built up the neighbouring Colony, 
that contributed to her revenue, built 
her roads, that sent supplies into her 
mines, gave liberal credit to hor tra- 
ders, and onabled minors to prospeot 
for hor hidden treasures. They know 
that Now Westminster can never bo 
anything elso in our timo than a more 
port of call for river navigation, that 
a railway by way of Buto Inlet would 
of itself reduce hor to a salmon flahing 
Slatbn, and that tho key to tho navi- 
gation of Uio Paoiflo must bo on this 
island, waoro commerce must conso* 



quontly contralizo. Thoy aro in point 
of fact sick of having tho bogus pre~ 
tonsions of Now Westminster thrust 
down thoir throats to tho dotriment 
of the interests of tho two Colonies, 
and would rejoice at tho settlement ol 
the quostion by immodiato Union, 
with a liboral constitution, tho abro* 
;ation of obstructive duties, and the 
ontro of government established at a 
point whoro all tho laws of naturo di- 
rect that it should bo soated. The 
quostion of tho soat of government, 
howovor, is one which, sooner orlator, 
will euro itsolf, aa tho dovicos of man 
cannot bid deGunoe to tho exigencies ol 
nature; but it ia Iho illiberal constitution— 
the result of tho unconditional union resolu- 
lions— that will moat result to our prejudice. 
So lar as Governor Seymour is concerned,

Tariff of the Atlantic Telegraph— A 
Defense of the Heavy Charges, 

To the Editor of tijk New Yore Times. 
You refer this morning to tho tariff for 
messages over tho Atlantic Cablo, which 
you think exorbitant, and to suvor of "extor- 
tion." May I suggest one or two reflections 
to modify your judgment? 

The Atlantic Telegruph Company was 
organized in 1856. For ten long years it 
lias been endeavoring to lay a cuble across 
the ocean. It bus sent out five expeditions, 
and has probably sunk Dot less than 810,000. 
il(lt), which hus been literally tbrowu into 
tho sea. After so many losses and sacrifices, 
iu is hardly to be expected that at tbe first 
moment of success, or apparent success, they 
should be content with simplo interest for 
their money. 

But further, the risk ia not over- True 
the cable is laid anil working, but so it did 
in 1858. yet in tlireo or four weeks it begun 
to spenk brokenly, and soon was dumb for- 
ever. So it may be now. Its projectors 
hope not. Thoy havo great confidence, 
beonufe the new cable has been made with 
inlitiite care and laid in a perfect condition. 
But they are not blind to the fact that it 
may stop to-morrow. A business involving 
such great and constant risk can only be 
old looted at corresponding rates. 

But the chief reason which has determined 
the present tariff is tho necessity of keeping 
it so hijih us to prevent uny overcrowding of 
messages. If it wero put low, it is probable 
i hut more messages would bo offered in 24 
hours than could be sent in a week. The 
line would be choked up. Aa all would 
have to take their turn, messages handed in 
to duy could not be sent till next week 
This would defeat the very object of a tele- 
graph, which is an instant transmission of 
messages. In that case we may as well send 
letters by a steamer. To havo it of any tine 
it is absolutely necessary to clear the deck 
every day. Whoever considers that this is 
the only link between tho whole system of 
telegraphs iu tho country, reaching to the 
f'ucilic ocean, and the system in Great Brit- 
ain, and on tho Continent, extending across 
Asia to India, and to ihe bordeis of China, 
must see that the pressure of messages may 
be very great. 

Such was the fear of this that in London 
thobO who had most experience in English 
and Continental Hues, said that the rate 
ought to be two guineas a word. This pres- 
sure may be diminished in a few weeks. 
II the Ureat Easieru succeeds in getting up 
ihe cablo of lust year and completing it, the 
company will havo two cables instead of one. 
If tho present success proves permanent 
other lines will bo laid hereafter. In two or 
three years there may be a dozen cables 
across the ocean. With increased facilities 
the business may be done at lower rates. 
Then it will bo very easy lo reduce the tariff 
one-half or a quarter. 1 hope tbe time will 
come when this means of communication 
will not be the luxury of the rich, but within 
the reach of every Irish and Gorman emigrant 
who may wish lo send u message across the 
Atlantic.

advice. Enough ttaa ueeu oliciled to show 
a very bud auto ol affairs in tliut section ol 
trio couolry. Bngham Voun^ curries on his 
administration in defiance ol ihe United 
States and teaches tin ignorant und dobusod 
persons under his coDtiol conlinuul lessons 
of treason. The lendenoy of iMormouisni, 
undor the p. 1,-guui. us larui, is to rebellion 
and wioliodricHt*. i tiuro is growing up in 
Utuh, und constantly increasing, a population 
which only wants strength lo resist iho Na- 
tional authority by ueiual war. If tho neoes- 
sions ol the .Mormon community continue uh 
rapidly u» they havo been made of lute, it wi I 
not be lon^ before the country will have to , 
prepare (or war, eYCoediug in .atrocity any 
contest wilh wild Iudiuns which is to be 
lound on record.

Eifory 
day inoreusea the strength of tho Mormon 
hieraroh, ond renders him moro hostile. Fail- 
ing to grasp Iho subject boldly only injures 
ourselves.

The Accident to tub "Belmont." — Our 
leaders are ulreaJy in possession of tho par- 
ticulars of the accident thatbtfol tho British 
■hip Belmont, in the Stiuits last woek. A 
eorreiponilont at Port Angeles sonda us the 
following particulars of the discovery of the 
wreck produced by the collision. Yoster™ 
day morning, tho figure head of some vessel 
was discovered on the beach outside the Spit 
a abort distance north of thoEdiz Hook Light 
House. It is a femulo bust, painted white, 
and ontiro— although slightly marred. Some 
fragments of the bulwarks were also fouud. 
The impresiioD here is that it belongs to 
Borne English craft. It must have come 
ashore the night provious. Capt. J. P. 
Adams, Master of iho sloop Letitia, who 
crossed the Struita VVednceduy night, reports 
having aien a vessel beaded towards and 
nearly on tho Spit, and that he barely escap- 
ed running foul of her in the to«, which was 
exceedingly dense. Capt. White, of Ihe 
Revenue Cutter Lincoln, which camo up the 
Straits from Cape Flattery yesterday, reports 
several r vessels outward bound, one of 
which especially attracted his attention by 
some peculiarity ot movement when tacking, 
but he saw no signals of distress or signs of 
wreck. Tho bust and somo of the fragments 
hare been brought to the Custom Houso, in 
the hope that by them the vessel may be 
identified." 

Tub Jewish Synagogue— Tho Jewish 
Syuagoguo is advertised for sale by order of 
tha mortgagee.
